Probably un*war# of what hap­ 
pened, the driver of the Cadillac 
drove off down the road. On him

SPRINGFIELD— Governor William G. Stratton, left, and 
Director E. A. Rosenstone of the Department of Public Works 
and Buildings are shown displaying a new sign designed by the 
state Division of Highways and cautioning motorists to be alert 
for slippery bridge floors along Illinois highways. 
A total of 500 of the signs have been placed along the state’* 
network of highways in line with Governor Stratton's continuing 
traffic safety program. 
A study of accidents on bridges in Illinois has shown a tendency 
for motorists to drive too fast for conditions. Ten per cent of all 
rural accidents on slippery' pavements were caused by driving too 
fast but at bridges 19 per cent, or nearly twice as many, were 
due to this cause. 


The accident rate is closely associated with frost, rain, snow 
and ice which make it difficult for motorists to judge a safe speed 
on bridges. 


Traffic experts claim that any time theie is frost, the bridge 
floors are bound to be slippery. So are the spaces above culverts 
and drain pipes under highways. I hey say the reason is that air 
currents underneath the pavement cause the frost to stay on these 
places an hour or two after the sun or traffic removes it from the 
highway.
